TT ¢Xertions of the Magiftrates of Edinburgh 
FS to Improve and embellifh the City and its 
environs are Cértainly meritorious, and deferving the 
thanks of the community, and of Scotland in general. 
Ic will not admit of a difpute, that what has already 
been done has Very much improved the City, and that 
what he remains t> be done will anfwer the fame 
purpoie, dthough it will not be pretended, that their 
plausarethe belt poflible, or carried into execution 
with. the; greateft propriety. While, however, we 
are thankful for benefits, we ought to be om oar 
guard, that under the plaufible and f{pecious appear- 
ance of beautifying and imiprovidg the City, thefe 
Gentlemen do not afflume to themfelves too great 
and extenfive a power, not only ovér the property of 
fome individuals, but over the purfes of the whole 
community. It fhould be remembered, that our 
Magi(trates are not eleéted by us, and that they are 
not accountable to us for their aétions ; nay, more, 
that by a late decifion of the Court of Exchequer, 
they enjoy an uncontrouled ‘management of the reve- 
nue of the community, and are not accountable to 
any perfon whatever, ‘even in his Majelty’s Courts 
of Juftice. Ip ftich circumftances, without throw- 
ing any reflection on the charatters of thofe who at 
prefent fill that office, we ought to beware how far 
we increafe the power, or enlargé the revenue in- 
trufted to the management of perfous thus without 
sontroul, — 

Wailethe new improvements were under the ma- 
nagement of Commiflioners, there was fome addi- 
tional fecurity to the public for the proper expendi- 
ture of the money to be levied from them; but it 
was eafy to forefee, that the intention was foon to 
take the money levied out of the hands of the Com- 
miflioners, and place it in thofe of the Magiftrates. 
The a& paft laft year explained that fuch was the 
intention, and carried it into effect in part ; but the 
heads of a bill now publifhed completely unfold the 
plan. 


By accident, I picked up a copy of thefe heads 


_of a new bill, which are faid to be printed ‘* for pu- 


** blic confideration.” © But if fo, ought not copies 
to have been diftributed to each houfeholder, or at 
leaft_to have been advertifed to be given to the in- 
habitants for the calling? But, in place of this, co- 
pies have only been fent to fome favourite perfons. 

., Leaving, - however, a circumftance fo trifling, the 
general hied of the bill calls for our attention. — 
Widening the harbour of Leith, and enlarging the 
roads in the neighbourhood of Edinburgh, are laud- 
able purpofes ; and the removing the dangers of fire 
from fo valuable an edifice as the Parliament Houfe, 
is alfy of great confequerce: But, are not the powers 
aflumed in the bill greater than are neceflary to ac- 
complith thefe ends? Private property, however fa- 
cred,’ mutt occafionally yield to public works; but the 
rights of individuals ought not to be wantonly facri- 
ficed to fanciful ideas of utility. Neceflity, or at 
Jeaft a very great public advantage, is requifite to ju- 
{tify fo {trong a mezafure as the depriving an innocent 
perfon of that proyerty, which, perhaps, cannot be 
valued or réplaced to him. It would, however, 
appear, upon’ cobfidering the bill now under oar 
view, that, in almolt every inftance, the Magiftrates 
take to themfelves a power of depriving individuals 
of much more of their property than the propofed 
insprovements would feem to require. , Thus, be- 
fides ground fufficient for the New Harbour, they 
are to have no lefs than 18 acres of ground to the 
fouth of the Water of Leith. It would be proper 
to explain for what purpofe they are to feize fo much 


property. I can eafily fee one motive for it; but, . 


whether that motive is a jult one, the Public will 
judge ; and, however much it may be the real one, 
it is believed the framers of the bill will not openly. 
avow it. . It‘ is forefees, that the new harbour mutt 
rendef thefé 18 acres exceedingly valuable,and perhaps 
make them the feat of a new village. The Magi- 
{trates,, anxigus, to appropriate to themfelyes fo va- 


luable a, property, mean to wreft it from the prefent 


proprictors before the value is known. In the fame 
manner, in makihg a new road from Brilto Street 
to the welt, 60 feet is provided as the breadth of 
the road :. but the power of the Magiftrates to pur- 
chafe is not confined tothat or any other breadrh, but 
is totally indefinite ; fo that they may,. if they 
chafe, Jay hold of the whole ground between that 
road and the Meadow : they may at leaft take poffef- 
fion of fo much of what lies contiguous to the road, 
as, by erecting buildings on it, to exclude the pre- 
fent proprietors from it altogether, and thereby ren- 
der their property of little value, which does not 
feem altogether equitable. Something fimilar is in- 
tended at the opening in the Lawn Market.
